dling fee of $10. for the 1st entry and $5. for the 2nd.. Associate members may enter 2 
pieces for $5. A stamped self-a ddressed envelope must accompany entries. 

I aintings must not exceed 40 inches in the greatest dimension. Frames should not exceed 4 inches in width 
and must be furnished with screw eyes.

Sculptures must not exceed 100 pounds. Pieces excessive in either size or weight may be rejected. Final deci-^ 
sion on this point rests solely with the Exhibition Committee. ,

exception of portraits. A 30% donation from sales wall benefit the maintenance of the gallery.
